His majority in the state is estimated at 162,- 


candidate. 
315. Both Grayling and Lovells gave Ferris a majority. 
The entire Republican state ticket was elected by big mar- 
gins. 

There had been a pretty hot campaign on in the coun- 
ty and resulted in an easy victory for the republican can- 
didates with exception of Oliver B. Scott, who was defeat- 
ed for clerk by the present incumbent, Frank Sales, by a 
majority of 107. Register Andrew Hart and Prosecutor 
Homer L. Fitch were unopposed in the election. 

There was a.large vote cast in every precinct of the 
county, Grayling township leading with the largest per- 
centage. In the latter township there were 763 votes cast. 

The following tabulated report of the voting in each 
township is not official but is deemed about correct. We 
were unable to get the figures in some of the townships on 
register of deeds, prosecuting attorney, etc., but as these 
candidates had no opposition the exact vote is not import-

ARMISTICE DAY PROCLAMA- 


N. 


(By the Governor.) 

The eleventh day of November 
next Will be the second anniversary 
of the signing of the Armistice in 
the Great War, and, inasmuch as the 
Michigan Legislature in the session 
of 1919 passed an act making it the 
duty of school officers and teachers 
to have said day observed with ap- 
propriate commemorate exercises, it 
is fitting that day should not be al- 
lowed to pass without attention be- 
ing called to its significance. 

Therefore, I, Albert E. Sleeper, 
Governor of the State of Michigan, 
do issue this proclamation and here- 
by request a proper and appropriate 
observance, on the part of the people 
of the state, of Thuraday the elev- 
enth day of November, 1920. 

Following the proclamation of 
President Wilson, 1 further request 
that on Sunday, November the four- 
teenth, 1920, memorial services be 
held for our heroic dead, for the sol- 
diers, sailors and marines who gave 
up their lives in our cause in the 
World War, and that on this day 
flags be displayed at half staff. 

Given under my hand and the 
Great seal of the state, this twenty- 
eighth day of October, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty, and of the Common- 
wealth the eighty-fourth.

ATO ACCIDENT 


REAGAN WAS VICTIM 
SAD MISHAP.

A ‘fatal accident took place in our 
little village late Tuesday afternoon, 
that has caused no little sadness, 
and the death of Jerry M. Reagan. 
The accident occurred on the road 
near the Greenhouse on State street 
at about 4:15 o’clock. Mrs. Esbern

Mr. Reagan and 
Chris Hemmingson were standing on 
the side of thé road conversing, and 
Mr. Reagan started ‘towards the 
road and Mrs. Hanson sounded the 
auto horn, but the old gentleman, 
who is quite deaf did not seem to 
hear it, and as Mrs. Hanson 
was driving very slowly she turned 
out to give him the road and as she 
neared him he jumped back and put 
his hand on the radiator and went 
under the auto. Mrs. Hanson had 
perfect control of the auto as only 
one front wheel went over his body, 
near the hips.» When Mrs. Hanson 
and Mrs. Marius Hanson who was 
in the auto with her got to the uh- 
fortunate man he was conscious and 
talked to them. He exonerated Mrs. 
Hanson from any blame, saying it 
was his own fault. A grocery truck 
happened along at about the time of 
the accident and Mr. Reagan was 
hurriedly taken to Mercy hospital, 
where he died at about seven o'clock. 
It is thought that the shock caused 
by the accident and Mr. Reagan’s 
age, he being 79 were too much for 
him. He had been up at the elec- 
tion palls to cast his vote that after- 
noon, and stopped at the home of 
his son Robert on his way home.

Mr. Reagan was employed by the 
Michigan Centra) railroad for many 
years, and only a few years ago was 
obliged to discontinue his work, on 
account of his age. He was well- 
liked and his familiar figure now that 
he is gone will be greatly missed by 
his many friends. He was of jolly 
disposition, always ready to tell and 
listen to a joke. Since leaving the 
railroad he has opeyated a small farm 
near Standish, where much of his 
time during the summer was spent, 
but he made frequent visits to his 
home here. He was a member of the 
local Knights of Columbus council. 

The funeral will be held at 9:00 
o'clock tomorrow morning at St. 
Mary's church. Rev. Fr. E. J. Wal- 
ters, assisted by Rev. Fr, J. J. Riess 
of Grand Rapids will officiate at the 
services at a High mass. Besides 
his wife the deceased is survived by 
three sons and thrée daughters, Mrs.

MANILA: KANSAS CITY OF 
THE PHILIPPINES 

In connection with the continued dis- 
cussion of independence for the Phil- 
ippines the capital city of the islands, 
Manila becomes of special interest. 

As a transport wends inward from 

the China sea, it passes the island of 
Corregidor, beyond which stretches 
Manila bay, whose.120-mile circumfer- 
ence could surround the navies of the 
world, Its rival will not be found in 
the far East. On the right of its en- 
trance stands Cavite, where Dewey 
sank the Spanish fleet. 
« From the bay the city of Manila 
seems to He almost at water level 
with hazy mountains for a back- 
ground, Before the United States 
came to the islands Manila was a 
sleepy town, sprawled lazily beyond 
the bay and the wharves of the river 
Pasig, which bisects it. Its streets 
were quiet and almost deserted at 
times, its suburbs shady and pretty, 
and a general air of “manana” per- 
yaded its atmosphere, 

Today its estimated population 
equals that ‘of Jersey City, Indianap- 
ollg or Kansas City; the river is alive 
with launches and vessels of every 
description, including the houseboats 
of a Hterally floating population of 
fifteen thousand; and through its port 
it sends yearly to other countries near- 
ly a hundred million dollars’ worth of 
hemp, sugar, Copra, tobacco and other 
comodities. 

A unlque sight in Mantla is the Pace 
cemetery, which at present has fullen 
into disuse. It Is composed of two con- 
centric walls about six feet thick, 
honeycombed with holes just large 
enough for a coffin. In the olden days 
these were leased for periods of five 
years. At the end of that time {f no 
one was sufficiently interested in the 
remains of an inmate to 'pay his rent 
for another five years. his bones were 
thrown on a heap at the back of the 
cemetery, Imagine the “shimmy” the 
flesh on an aneestor-worshiping China- 
man’s backbone would perform should 
he behold the queue of one of his pro 
genitors protruding from this Golgotha, 

Out from the walled city near the 
bay shore {gs Luneta, a sma}! amuse- 
ment park, and Wallace field, used 
for sports and the annual carnival. 
In the days of Spanish rule Wallace 
field was an execution ground for po- 
litical prisoners, and here Dr. Jose 
Rizal, the Filipino surgeon, novelist 
ang patriot, was executed. 

Manila’s chief shopping district ts 
north of the river, and enterprising 
Filipinos, Americans and Chinese have 
set up stores, banks, factories aud 
restaurants, giving this portion of the 
city an up-and-duing air.

WHAT'S IN THE NAME 
“AMERICA” 


Millions sing “America”; compara- 
tively few know the origin of the 
name. Its history and its symbolism 
are described in a communication to 
the National Geographic society by 
John H. Finley as follows: 

“‘America’—a name that was first 
heard on the planet, or at any rate 
first put on a printed page, according 
to the best authorities, in the village 
of St. Die, among the Vosges moun- 
tatns in the east of France, often -call- 
ed the baptismal font of America. - 

“On a pilgrimage to this valley of 
the Vosges some years ago, I found 
still standing the cloisters where the 
scholars had lived who wrote ‘The In- 
troduction to Ptolemy's Cosmography’ 
—the book in which tt was suggested 
that the name ‘America’ be given to 
the newly-discovered fourth continent 
and who prepared the now famous 
map on which the emerging continent 
was identified. There, too, I found 
«the site of the old printing shop, and 
the house itself In which the printer, 
Jean Basin, had lved. 

“At the beginning of the war the 
Germans had occupled It, and in 1917 
their guns looked down upon it from 
the ‘blue Hine: of the Vosges.’ The 
cloisters, close under the mountains, 
I found In a recent and second pil- 
gtimage had not been damaged, but 
there were many houses that Fad been 
destroyed by ghell or by wanton fire, 
though Jean Basin's was stil! stand- 
ing. 

“Europe could not readily forget the 
geography of its infancy and chiid- 
hood, but America began from Jts God- 
fenring settlement with an astronomy 
of infinite distances, with a geography 
partaking of the sky as well as of the 
sen and land. 

“Ag there was no feudal system of 
society for America to uniearn, be- 
ginning ag it did with the ‘compact’ 
and ‘constitutional,’ so there was no 
physical theory of the universe for It 
to abandon. It was democratic and 
Copernican from its first national con- 
sciousness. . 

“with this Copernican consciousmers 
of the universe, America should be the 
jeast provincial of the continents, for 
Asin and Africa. as well as Europe, 
still remembg the old cosmography 
and in some darker regions still cling 
to it”

Seldom does a volcano become an 
asset, but volcanic eruptions have con- 
tributed largely to the fertility of Bar- 
bados. When the sun was obscured 
throughout one day in May, 1912, the 
Barbadans were panic stricken, but 
when the gentle ralo of black dtst-, 
subsided, the deposit was. found to 
be ashes from an eruption of St. Vin- 
cent Soufriers, nearly 100 miles to the 
west, which enriched the soll. 

Long before that time, though, Bar- 
bados was productive. Oldest of Brit- 
ish colonial possessions except .New- 
foundland, it also was the first, place 
in the British empire where suger 
cane was planted. Its average crop 
of this now high-priced commodity is 
50,000 tons. It also has 2,000 acres 
planted in sea-island or long-staple 
cotton; ralses 40,000 bunches yearly of 
the Chinese banana, and exports mo- 
lassea. 

One phenomenon of Barbados has 
net been accounted for. For years: 
the so-called “Barbados Coffin Story” 
furnished a mystery which would in- 
terest present-day psychic investiga- 
tors. In the yard of a church near 
Oistin’s Town is a churchyard burial 
vault, hewn from rock and arched with 
cemented stone. A woman was buried 
there in a lead coffin, according to 
Barbadan custom. Several years later 
when the vault was gpened again to 
recelve another body, the coffin had 
been removed from its original po- 
sition. Upon the second occasion spe- 
cfal precautions were taken to seal 
the vault, Several times thereafter, 
though seals were unbroken and there 
seemed no other mode of entering 
the solid rock and masonry, the cof- 
fins were displaced. Finally the mouth 
of the vault was cemented, and when 
it was time to recelve another body 
officials of the island and an im- 
mense crowd gathered for the cere- 
mony. Once more all the leaden cask- 
etg Were found to have been disturbed 
and the family had their dead removed 
to another burying ground. No satis- 
factory solution of these strange oc- 
eurrences has been offered. 

A natural curiosity of Barbados !s 
the “Animal Flower Cave,’ the so- 
ealled flowers beipg sea worms, 
Not so agreeable are the Mauchineel, 
or poison trees, along the shores, 
whoge leaves blister the skin and con- 
taminate the water.

SOME BIG GAME OF THREE 
MILLION YEARS AGO 


Speaking of the brontosaurus, if any 
one ever did, one might paraphrase 
Gelett Burgess: 


“¥ never saw a dinosaur, 
I never hope to see one.” 


Yet, according to reports from Af- 
rican explorers a live dinosaur, a 
brontosaurus has been found in Africa: 

Now that the dinosaur ts with us, 
petentially, big game enthustasta will 
be interested in this vescription of pre- 
histonle big. game, quoted fram a com- 
munication to the National Geographic 
society by Barnum Brown: 

“Today we must go to Africa for the 
biggest game; but there was a time 
in the dim distant past when Amertcs 
produced animals larger then any now 
living. That was so long ago that 
nothing remains of these creatures ex- 
cept their bones, and they. are turned 
to stone. 

“The animals are dinosaurs; for 
the moment we will call them Hzards— 
not the creeping, crawling kind, but 
huge reptiles that stalked upright 
through the jungles, rivaling in size 
the elephant, the hippopotamus and 
the rhinoceros. 

“The place Is Alberta, Canada, and 
the time of their existence 3,000,000 
years ago. 

“In these marshes of prehistoric 
times dweit a host of reptiles, some 
large, some small and of various forms, 
flesh eaters and herb eaters, but all 
sharing certain characters {n common 
and known as dinosaurs. Not any 
were closely related to any Hving rep 
tile, yet they had some characters 
common to the lizards, crocodiles and 
birds. 

“Of the kinds characteristic of the 
period one species, a herb eater named 
Trachodon, was more than 30 feet long 
and about 15 feet high when standing 
érect. Its head, with brondly-expand- 
ed mouth, resembles that of a duck, 
but back of the beak there are more 
than 2,000 small teeth, disposed in 
many vertical rows each containing 
several individual teeth, the new ones 
coming up from below as the old ones 
wore out. 

“The jong hing legs terminated in 
three Jarge-hoofed. toes, and the short- 
er, slender front feet were partly 
webbed. A long, thin, slender tall act- 
ed as & powerfis) svimming organ. and 
the body was covered with rough tu- 
berculate skin.

SEA SLEDS FOR AIRPLANES 


Speed of Giant Floats Makes the 
Taking Off From Smati Space a 
Matter of Ease. 


Giant sea sleds capable of carrying 
alrplanes out im midocean are being 
developed by a Boston concern, Some 
are equipped with four motors, total- 
ing 1,750 horsepower, and have & 
speed of 55 miles an hour. 

In the event of war with a foreign 
nation these sen sleds would be util 
ized to transport heavy bombing 
planes across the ocean, Thousands 
could be sent at a comparatively low 
cart. 

While it Is possible for an airplane 
to lertve the deck of a sea sled, there 
ig not sufticlent room for a landing to 
be made, The flying machine would 
have to work out its own salvation 
once its wheels left the sled. 

These sea sleds are built to lift and 
run on the surface of the water, When 
a speed of 50 miles an hour {s reached 


-It {gs posstble for an airplane to open 


its motors and lenve the deck without 
any further rupway. 

Experiments made off the New ¥ng- 
land coast show that a small airplane 
can “take off? when the sea sled is 
making but 46 miles an hour tn a 
heavy sen. Other tests are being made 
to develop the high power planing sea 
sleds into pleasure craft ag well ss for 
military and naval purposes. 

Gordon 8S. Orme ef New Orleans, a 
wealthy sportsman, has had n 32-foot- 
er built for his use fn the Guif of Mex- 
ico. Factories huve been establtshed 
in Atlantic City to aid in producing 
the sea steds, which are now being 
tested off the New England coast.

A. V. Dal- 
rymple, supervising federal prohibi- 
tion agent at Chicago, was formaily 
announced by Commissioner Williams, 
of the Bureau of Internal Revenue. 
He haa had charge of the central en- 
forcement department which ‘com- 
prises the states of Michigan, In- 
diana, {Mnois and Wisconsin. : 

Widespread counterfeiting of in- 
ternal revenue stamps in connection 
with violation of prohibition laws was 
disclosed when the bureau issued a 
warning against. “bottled in bond” 
whisky. The country was being flood- 
ed, Commissioner Williams said, with 
beverages, labelled “Bottled in Bond",, 
which bore spurious tax stamps. 

Mr, Willlams sald the fact the 
bottles bore the tax stamp was no 
guarantee the liquor did not contain 
wood alcohol or some other injurious 
substance to endow ft with the “kick” 
of whisky manufactured under Gov- 
ernment inspection, Quanties of 
whisky, bearing names of well-known 
brands, but which was described after 
chetnical analysis, as being “largely 
prune juice, water and sugar,” have 
been taken In raids.

port of coal.

Cork.—in the presence of surpliced 
church dignitaries, scores of his for- 
mer comrade volunteers and thou- 
sands of his countrymen, the body of 
Terence MacSwiney Jord mayor of 
Cork, was lowered to its resting place 
in the “republican plot” in St, Fin- 
barr's cemetery, just outside Cork. 
Despite the spiendor lent the scene by 
the attendance of the high church- 
mén, there was a simplicity marking 
the ceremonies that was impressive. 

Outside the cemetery, hidden by the 
enormous ¢rush of townspeople, two 
armored cars, their machine guns 
ready, and a half dozen lorries filled 
equipped soldiers, were 
drawn up at the readaide, imparting a 
sinister air to the otherwise solemn 
proceedings. But during the transfer 
of the body trom the cfty hall through 
streets lined with crowds to 8st. 
Mary’s cathedral and during the pro- 
cession from the cathedral to the 
cemetery there was not an incident of 
violence or disturbance, 

The city of Cork and the whole 
eountryside paid tribute to the me- 
mory of their “newest martyr.” The 
hody was buried beside that of for- 
mer Lord Mayor MacCurtain, who 
was assassinated. A few yards away 
are the graves of Joseph Murphy. 
adorned with an American flag, and 
of two other Irish republican soldiers, 
Murphy, Hke MacSwiney, died a hun- 
ger striker. 


12 KILLED IN ELECTRIC BLAST 


Short Circuit Explosion tgnites Oll 
At North TonaWanda Plant. 


North Tonawanda, N. Y.—-Twelve 
men were killed in an explosion and 
fire at the distributing tower of the 
Niagara Falls Power company here. 

The explosion occurred a few min- 
utes after two new transformers had 
been cut in at the distributing tower 
of the power company’s plant, Thir- 
teen men were crowded in the room 
watching the work of the new ma- 
chinery when there was an explosion, 
apparently caused by a short circuit. 
The force of the blast burst a steel 
barrel of lubricating oil which formed 
part of the new equipment and the 
flash of the electricity ignited the oil, 
which was thrown over the men in 
the room. 

AS a result of the accident, North 
Tonawanda, Tonawanda and a part 
ot Buffalo were without electric lights 
and surgeons whw attended the in- 
jured men at the hospital here had to 
work by candle light.

SALE OF U.S. SHIPS HELD UP 


Only Two Members On Board and 
Five Must Approve Plan. 


Washington.—Sale of the govern- 
ment's emergency built fleet of 
wooden ships to foreign buyers has 
been decided upon by the shipping 
board as practically the only means 
of disposing of the vessels, Chairman 
Benson announces, 

But the provisions of the merchant 
marine Jaw require that at least five 
members of the board assent to the 
plan. The board has only two mem- 
bers now. 

Some of the ships will probably be 
stripped of the engines, converted into 
barges and used in the New England 
coal trade. 

There are now, he said, 192 wooden 
ships in the James river coasting the 
government about $100 a month each.

KEEPING MARKET ‘MILK COOL 


Product Held for Geveral H 
out Proper ‘Refrigeration « 
: High Bacterial Count, : 
Generally, the larger pumbérs of 
bacteria found in market milk whien it 
reaches thé consumer are due more to 
the multiplication of, the bacteria than 
to the original contamination, This 
great multiplication’ occurs ‘. because 
the milk {s not properly cooled during 
storage, transportation and ‘delivery. 
Just now this fact is of particular im- 
portance to the person having milk 
to sell. 
Commercial experience confirms the 
results of experimental work. Milk 
which has been held for several hours 
without proper refrigeration nearly 
always shows higher counts than fresh 
‘milk from the same source. At a

certain creamery, milk received fp the 
Morning consisted of the previous 
night’s milk and fresh morning’s milk 
which were kept separate. During six 
summer months, from April te Sep- 
tember, inclusive, 478 samples of the 
morning’s milk showed an average 
bacterial count of 800,026, while 355 
samples of milk which had been held 
overnight on the farms had an aver 
age bacterial content of 2406,357 bac- 
teria per cubie centimeter. 


DRUGS DETRIMENTAL TO COW 


Experiments at lowa State College 
Show That Alcohol, Aloes, Etc., 
Are Harmful. 


The use of drugs with the idea of 
increasing the fat production of test 
cows has been tried out by Iowa State 
Agricultural college dairy section. In 
most causes It was found that drugs 
decreased rather than increased the 
fat production. 

Such drugs as alcohol, castor ail, 
pituitrin, aloes, magnesium sulphate, 
nux vomica and sodium chloride were 
tried and in all cases they were detri- 
mental to the cows, All cows used 
were In good normal condition at the 
start of the tests and various sizes of 
doses were used. 

In some cases it was found that the 
flow of milk and butterfat was in- 
creased slightly, but this soon fell off 
and in the end. a decrease was no- 
tieed. 

Up to date no drug has been found 
that will increase the  butterfat. 
Dairymen are strongly advised not to 
resort to this method as It injures the 
cows and {s not a fair way to gain a 
record, 


BEST TEMPERATURE OF MILK 


Only Way to Insure Accuracy in Feed- 
ing Calves is Thorough Use 
of Thermometer. 

Milk as ft comes from the cow pos- 
gesses a temperature near 100 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. When feeding young 
calves It is well to be very particular 
in regard to this matter. The only 
way to insure accuracy in determining 
temperature {fs through the use of a 
thermometer. As calves grow older, 
eight to ten weeks of age, the tem- 
perature may be reduced to 90 de 
grees Fahrenheit. However, {t is al- 
ways desirable to warm the liquid ra- 
tion slightly, even for calves six 
months of age. 


FEED COW QUITE LIBERALLY 


Silage, Mangles, Rutabagas and Other 
Root Crope—Should Have Abund- 
ance of Feed. 

The cow should be fed Uberally on 
succulent feeds,.as silage, mangles, rut- 
abagas or other root crops. They tn- 
duce the cow to consume large amounts 
of feed. which is desirable. Then, too, 
feeds of this kind are very palata- 
ble and easily digested. 


CALVES DO WELL ON PASTURE 


Moet Economical Manner of Caring for 
Them, but They Must Have Ad- 
ditional Attention, 

Calves do very well on pasture and 
can be cared for tn this manner more 
economically than In any other way.

Emile Gaborian was borm im Sanjon, 
Chareate Inferienre, Nevember 8, 1833.

“Le Dossier No. 113,” “Hon- 
aleur Lecoq,” “La Corde au Cou,” “La 
Degringoinde,” “Le Crime d@’Orctval,” 
“Les Esclaves de Paris,” “L’Argemt des 
Autres,” are some of the books which 
have revealed the mysteries of crime, 
the procedure of the police courts, the 
pursuit by ingentous aleuths; and all 
auch processes as gtve a thrill of de- 
light te that very great body of hu- 
mantty ranging from grave to gay who 
take pleasure in a good detective story. 


66 A N seceienatiy daring rob- 
bery—prominent bank en- 
tered—huge sum taken!” 

were the headlines in a Paris paper. 

In following up this extraordinary 
case the mystery deepened, unheard of 
crimes were unearthed and thrilling 
situations occurred which baffied even 
the celebrated detective, Lecog. It ap- 
peared that upon opening the safe one 
morning, the cashier startled the 
clérks by crying out: “I have been 
robbed!” They gathered about, but 
strangely enough upon inspection, the 
safe ‘showed only a scratch, but no 
sign of having been broken open, al- 
though the 350,000 francs were miss- 
ing that the cashier said he had placed 
there the day before, in order to pay 
Count Louls de Clameran, a friend 
who had been left a legacy by his 
brother, Gaston.

Returning home that night the 
detective was followed by two men 
and stabbed, but, fortunately, not 
killed. Lecoq, thinking he recognized 
the gount and Raonl, decided that 
they realized that the police suspected 
them of robbing the bank, and also 
that there must be an even greater 
mystery to unravel that had caused 
them to become would-be assassins. 
Records were looked up and an amaz- 
ing story came to light. 

Lecoq discovered that years ago 


Mme. Fauvel, then Valentine de Ver-, 


berle, bad been engaged to the count’s 
brother, Gaston. In defending her 
name at @ country inn, Gaston had 
killed a man and fied to America, al- 
though he was thought to have been 
drowned while escaping. A son was 
born to Valentine and given away by 
her mother, Later she had married 
Fauvel, who was told nothing. 

The story was never unearthed un- 
tll Count Louis had squandered the 
family money and: by mere chance had 
heard of the chiid’s existence from an 
old nurse. He made inquiries. Not 
long after this, the count introduced a 
young man to Mine. Fauvel as her son, 
to serve his own endg and to extract 
hush-money. This young man was 
called her nephew and proved to be 
Raoul Lagors, 

The situation became even more 
complicated, Gaston returned from 
America immensely rich, not knowing 
of the existence of his son, but deter- 
mined to see his old love Valentine 
once more.
